It was reported on Saturday that Ad- 
miral von Capelle, Secretary of State 
for the German Navy; had tendered his 
resignation. If the news be , and if 
his resignation takes effect, Allies will 
find a very cheerful omen in the downfall 
of the author of Germany's policy of “ un- 
limited ’’ submarine war. The scene in the 
Reichstag. concerning the naval mutiny 
strained the relatiéns between the Admiral 
and the Imperial Chancellor to breaking- 
point, When the Admiral charged the 
Independent Socialists with direct re- 
sponsibility for the mutiny he was con- 
fident, it appears, that the Chancellor 
would support him. His confidence was 
misplaced, and now the Admiral is repre- 
sented by the whole Socialist and Liberal 
Press as having exceeded the.Chancellor’s 
instructions. We may suspect that Ad- 
miral von Capelle has some reason to be 
angry. In all probability Herr Michaelis 
would have been glad to be able to crush 
the Independent Socialists ; but the atti- 
tude of the more liberal elements in the 
Reichstag warned him against the danger 
of the attempt. , If the Admiral is driven 
from office, he will have the consolation of 
knowing that his untrustworthy colleague 
is not likély to survive him for many 
days. The-stop-gap Chancellor has been a 
conspicuous failure. He is a mere 
Prussian martinet, a tool in the hands of 
the Kaiser and the bureaucrats. The 
country and the Press are in revolt against 
his blunders: even the Austrian Press 
has jojned the chorus, as is shown by the 
outspokert words of the Arbeiter Zeitung, of 
Vienna. On the one hand, the Chancellor 
has been unwilling, or afraid, to check the 
arrogant ‘activities of the Pan-German 
Party. On the other, he has refused con- 
sistently to make any response to the de- 
mands that were embodied in the Reichs- 
tag s peace resolutions. His unpopularity 
is partly his fault and partly his misfor- 
tune-—his gnisfortune because the German 
people, enraged by the dissolation of their 
dreams of victory, are resolved to throw 
somebody to the wolves, 

Incressing signs of disintegration in Ger- 
many, increasing confidence and an ever- 
tightening cohesion among the Allies— 
these are the political accompaniments to 
the thunders of Sir Douglas Haig’s ad- 
vancing guns in Flanders. On Friday last, 
after a very interesting debate, the French 
Chamber adopted a resolution in favour 
of a vigorous prosecution of the war on 
the basis of a common plan of action for 
all the Allied Powers. The occasion of

the French Government, like the British, 
has repaired some of its blunders, and is 
not likely to repeat any of them. It is 
only Germany that learns nothing from 
experience and, in her growing despair, 
plunges more deeply from one fauz pas 
into another. The German system of 
conspiracy and intrigue during the last 
three years has failed in France and 
Russia; it has failed most dismally 
of all in the United States. Every attempt 
to divide the Allies has succeeded only in 
solidifying their union. A few days ago 
Baron von Kiishlmann declared that Ger- 
many'’s refusal to «urrender Alsace and 
Lorraine was fixed end irrevocable. The 
purpose of this statement was the creation 
of French distrust against England. Its 
actual result is found in the French Cham- 
ber's demand for a vigorous and united 
direction of the war, Mr. Asquith was 
quick to tell Baron von Kúhlmann that 
the surrender of Alsace and Lorraine is a 
cardinal point of England’s war policy. 
M. Ribot’s speech, and the Chamber's reso- 
lution, show that France is perfectly satis- 
fied with that assurance. The growing co- 
operation of the Allies and their own 
increasing isolation are beginning to have— 
as. their newspapers reveal—an almost 
terrifying effect on the minds of thought- 
ful Germans, like Dr. Naumann. The 
statesmen still talk boldly about the 
sanctity of the German frontiers, but the 
people have begun to realise the grim 
meaning of possible exile from the human 
community. Already they ate thinking 
less of Belgium, Alsace-Lorraine, and their 
African colonies than of the position of 
German trade and industry after a war 
which, as they now recognise, Germany 
cannot hope to win. After the war all 
trade 4hd commerce will be controlled by 
an organisation of World-States, of which 
unless she accepts peace on the Allies’ 
terms, Germany cannot hope to be a 
member. There will be a universal 
shortage of supplies and shipping, so that, 
in the first few years after the war, a 
boycott by the World-States would be 
doubly fatal to Germany. In a word, her 
choice now lies between surrender and 
suicide. She is slow to decide, but, 
even if the next few weeks do not see*her 
in full retreat in Belgium, the coming of 
the American Armies in the spring will 
help her to make up her mind.

The Food Crisis. 


It is only natural to expect that the ad- 
vent of the fourth winter of the war should 
bring with it an acute crisis in regard to 
the food supplies of all the belligerent 
countries. The vigorous blockade of the 
enemy countries and the ruthlessness of 
the submarine campaign are telling their 
inevitable tale. Even if these forces were 
not at work, the great drain upon the man- 
hood of Europe which the wa? involves 
would inevitably cause a shortage of food 
supplies that would by now have reached 
a point of considerable gravity. In Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary trade and in- 
dustry, apart from munition work, are in 
a state of absolute stagnation, while this 
winter will inevitably witness a coal famine 
throughout those countries. Dysentry and 
hunger-typhus are rampant, and so 
severely has the long continued under- 
feeding told upon the people that the re- 
serve of strength of the manhood of Ger- 
many is virtually exhausted. “So grave 
are the conditions in Austria-Hungary that 
we are assured that the task of carrying on 
the war for another year is now an im- 
possibility for the Dual Monarchy. 
Throughout the Central Empires the prices" 
of food have soared beyond the reach of the 
masses of the people: the wheat crop is 
40 per cent. lower than in normal seasons, 
and the yield of rye, oats, and barley is 
45 per cent. lower. The fodder crops are 
also a failure, and this, with the

Discharged Soldiers. 


Mr. John Hodge, the Minister of 
Pensions, has made several interesting 
statements with regard to the lot of the 
wounded and discharged soldier, but none 
is more important than his latest, pro- 
posals. Mr. Hodge has a profound con- 
tempt for red-tape. He does not intend 
that the discharged soldier shall remain a 
pauper while Government officials are 
handing numberless papers from one to the 
other. His plan is simplicity itself: let 
a man receive his military pay and allow- 
ances up to the day when his substituted 
rate of pay and allowance comes into effect 
in the shape of his pension. Many dis- 
tressing cases have been reported where 
men who have served their country have 
been forced into actual beggary. Mr. 
Hodge says that it is a disgrace that a man 
sMould have to wait even for a fortnight. 
The whole system will be remodelled. In 
regard to his second proposal a definite 
statement may be expected in a few weeks.

Beyond the usual ariillery activity on both 
sides on the baitle front, nothing of special in- 
terest, has occurred during the day. Wet and 
stormy weather continues.

Aviation.—On the 12th inst. the weather 
could not have been less favourable for the co- 
operation of our aeroplanes with our infantry 
in their attack. None the lecs, machines went 
out till 4 p.m., both in the rain and during 
fine intervals, and with great difficuliy succeeded 
in locating the position of our troops. The 
movements of the enemy were watched, and a 
great many hostile batteriés were located and 
teported to our artillery. In addition to this 
work, over 10,000 rounds were fired by our aero- 
planes from machine guns at hostile 
in trenches and shell holes and on the roads. 
Parties of mounted troops and convoys of lhes- 
tile transports were also engaged from lew 
altitudes, causing many casualties | and great 
confusion. Only a few German machines were 
encountered, presumably on account of the bea 
weather, and little fighting took place in the 
air. Four enemy aerop'anes were brought 
down, and fire others were driven down out of 
control. Ten of our acroplanes are missing. 
The very strong west wind and the suddenness 
with which storms of rain came up accounted 
for the non-return of many of our machines. 
Several of those missing belonged to patrols 
which were not engaged in fighting, and evi- 
dently were lost in storms..

The enemy's artillery lias been active during 
the night north-east of Ypres. Hostile recon- 
noitring parties were repulsed west of Becelscre 
and north of Poelcapelle. We carried out a 
successful raid in the neighbourhood of Hulluch.

Eastern County troops successfully raided the 
enemys trenches this afternoon south-east of 
Monchy le Preux, and captured several pri- 
goners. On the battle front there has been con- | 
siderable activity during the day on the part of 
both artilleries, but no infantry action.

us on the 12th inst. is now ascértained to be 
945, including 41 officers. 

Aviation.-Owing to the weather very little 
flying was done on the 15th inst. In fino inter- 
vals a certain amount of artillery and photo- 
graphic work was accomplished, and the 
enemy new positions were reconnoitred. One 
of our patrols encountered an enemy formation 
of double the number of machines, and a de- 
termined fight took place, from which four of 
our aeroplanes failed to return. Owing to the 
close mature of the fighting the number of 
hostile machines accounted for could not be 
determined by our pilots. Other Allied ma- 
chines which arrived too late to take part in 
the fight saw from a distance several machines 
falling out of control.

FOUR GERMAN SHIPS SUNB. 

The following Russian communiqué was issued 
on Saturday :— 

On"October 12th, under cover of naval forces, 
several times superior to our defending detach- 
ments, the enemy ltanded detachments on the 
coast of the Guif of Tagalaht, on the north of 
the Island of Oesel. Another detachment was 
landed neer the village of Serro, on the 
southtrn part of the Island of Dago. The 
coast batteries were silenced by the powerful 
firing of the enemy Dreadnoughts. The enemy 
activities have been rendered difficult, however, 
by the moles which we have constructed, and 
owing to bad visibility. The garrison of Oesel 
is engaged in fighting the enemy forces which 
have been landed. All measures are taken 
against these invaders. 

Sunday's Russian communiqué states :- 

Baltic Sea.—During October 12th the enemy, 
who landed on Oecse!l tsiand, succeeded in oc- 
cupying a part of the island. Towards the 
evening of October 12th it was observed that 
enemy motor cyclist detachments were &ap- 
proaching towards Orrishaf, in the eastern part 
of the island, and they attempted to capture & 
pier on Moen Island, but were repelled. The 
fight with the enemy's troops who have landed 
still continues, and his advanced detachments 
are pressing our troops in a  south-easterly 
direction. 

The ianding of German troops 
island was continued on October 13th. The 
region where the disembarkation is taking 
place is guarded from the sea by very ‘large 
enemy naval forces. Simultaneously with the 
landing on Oecesel island several enemy ships 
engaged our shore battéries on Dago Island. 
According to informatién to hand, four enemy 
torpedo boats were sunk by the fire of this 
battery, and one enemy cruiser which was fir- 
ing at this battery ran aground. Our battery 
was completely destroyed by the overwhelming 
gunfire from the enemy ships. This enabled 
the enemy to land a small detachment at Dago 
island, which, however, was unable to main- 
tain its position, and promptly returned to the 
ships. 

Since the morning of October 13th our ships 
have successfully hindered the enemy's naval 
forces from entering our waters between the 
Dago and Oesel Islands. 

in the course of engagements during the last 
two days our ships have suffered no appreciable 
damage. Whilst he has landed troops the 
enemy also continues his usual mine-sweeping 
— the Courland shores of the Irben Strait. 
During the numerous aerial reconnaissances 
and engagements in the region of the Ocesel 
island our aviator, Galaktiesoff, brought down 
an enemy aeroplane, which fell to the ground.

German Official.—Saturday Evening.—In a 
combined action by eectiongs of the Army and 
Navy we have obtained a footing on the Island 
of Ocsel, in the Bay of Riga.

excellently co-operated against the strongly 
fortified Russian Island vf Ocsel, which is 
situated as a point of support at the head of 
the Bay of Riga. After extensive mine-clear 
ing operations in the coastal waters, the forti- 
fications on the peninsula of Sverb, near Kiel- 
kond, at the Bay of Tagga, and atthe Soclo 
Sund were taken under our fire. On October 
12th, after the Ruasian batteries were over: 
come, troops were landed In this operation, 
in the convoying of the transport fleet through 
the Russian minefields, our naval forces, par- 
ticipating excellently, proved the spirit of 
enterprise and the capacity of our Navy. This 
first. portion of the operations waa entirely euc- 
cessful, and was carried through without any 
loss of ehina. 

The troops landed in the Tagca Bay, on the 
north-west coast of the island, quickly broke 


our advanced line. West of! the Hurtebiee 
monument, and south of La Royere, we dis. 
persed German detachments which were trying 
to reach our lipes. 

On the mght bank of the Meuse there was 
artillery activity in the region of the Chaume 
Wood. 

Saturday Evening.—Both  artilleries were 
active in the regions of Craonne and Laffaux, 
in Champagne, in the sector of the Mont Sans 
Nom, and on the right bank of the Meuse, in 
the region of Samogneux, Hill 344, and the 
Chaume Wood. There was no infantry action. 

Sunday.—In Belgium, in the course of the 
night, our reconnaissancés attacked enemy 
Ss in front of our new position, and 

rought back some thirty prisoners, including 
one officer. On the Aisne front the artillery 
struggle was at times fairly lively, especially 
in the Pantheon district and on the Vanclere 
and Califagnie plateaux. On the rest of the 
front there was an intermittent cannonade 

Sunday Night.—The activity of the artillery 
on both sides was continued with great liveli- 
ness during the day on the Aisne front, eapé- 
cially in the Plateaux region between Ailles 
and Craonne, as well as on the right bank of 
the Meuse. There was no infantey action, 

In the Vosges an enemy coup de main on our 
small posta south of the Hartmansweilerkopf 
met with mo success,

RUSSIAN RIGA POSITION 
ENDANGERED. 


A Petrograd telegram of Saturday (Press As- 
sociation War Special) says '— 

An official communiqué regarding the landing 
of the Germans on the Ocesel and Dago Islands 
explains that the enemy had been preparing 
for such an operation for a considerable time, 
and that the weakness of the patrol service also 
doubtless favoured the disembarkation, which 
was carried out with extraordinary rapidity. 

The enemy forces which have landed consist 
of one or two divisions. The communiqué states 
| that the ¢aptare of Oesel and Dago will deprive 
the Russians of their hitherto ominant posi- 
tion in the Gulf of Riga, and it forecasts fresh 
operations @ the enemy probably in the 
direction of Biapsal. It concludes, the events 
on the Gulf of Riga may have a repercussion on 
the situation of the Russian troops in the Bogo- 
wold region, where a change of front will 


GERMAN OFFICIAL. 


Saturday Afternoon.—Army Group of Crown 
Prince Rupprecht—After a short interruption 
the battle in Flanders again revived yesterday, 
This time the English launched their attack on 
ihe narrower front (about ten kilometrés) be- 
tween the Langemarck-Houthulst the Zonne- 
beke-Morslede roads. Their employment of gun- 
power was specially strong, 

After several fruitless assaults the English 
infantry succeeded in advancing in the crater 
land between the etation and the village of 
Poeleapelle. In desperate fighting, lasting all 
day, our troops threw back the enemy on both 
sides of the Endsbeek. 

Our positions in and south of Poeleapelle 
were again vainly attacked in the morning, and 
with fresh forces in the evening. . The strong 
pressure of the enemy was directed on Passchen- 
dacle. Here also tho English had to content 
themselves with a narrow strip of our forefield. 
Passchendaele is in our possession. 

East of Zonnebeke the enemy attack collapsed, 
and near Gheluvelt a strong attack also failed. 
Altogether the enemy's gain, purchased with 
heavy sanguinary loeses, amounts to two points 
of about 1 1-dth kilometre of ground where 
our lines were broken into, Everywhere else 
their efforta were in vain.

He arrived there unscathed, and im vigorous 
German proceeded to tell the snipers just what 
he thought of their barbarous conduct., He 
called them Huns of the worst. description, and, 
indeed, did not measure his bitter abuse. The 
snipers harkened in silence, never attempting 
to shoot during the harangue. Having der 
livered himself to his satisfaction, the daring 
officer défiantly flaunted his Red Cross flag at 
them, turned upon his heel, and marched back 
to his post. Not another shot came from that 
spipers’ nest, and there seems little doubt that 
the men in it cleared out a little time ago. 
VON CAPELLE’S SUCCESSOR. 

There is no hint in the messages from Berlin, 
says the Daily Chronicle’ spécial correspondent 
at Amsterdam, as to the successor of Admiral 
von Capelley the German Minister of Marine, 
but there is a fairly general belief that Admiral 
von Scheer will succeed him. 

SIR JOHN SIMON.

I would. anxiously ask al! caterers to 
serve only half portions or rolls of bread at 
firet to customers, as it ie much more econemi- 
cal to serve a second slice ar portion. than to 
have one-third or half of tho original large 
partion left on the plate uneaten: or better 
still, only to serve bread on request other than 
at the mid-day mea! 

“To meet the temporary becon shortage, I 
would suggest & more veried breakfast menu. 
On the lines of very excellent Army catering, 
it is suggested bacon one morning, fish another, 
eie., with, of course, porridge.”

INFANT AID FLAG DAY. 


A iar day collection was made in the streets 
of Dublin on Saturday on behalf of the Infant 
Aid Bociety—a charity that deserves the 
generous support of the public. About 500 
young lady collectors sold fags in the streeta 
and apparently did very well. The Society, o 
which the Lord Mayor is President, has 4,906 
cases on hands, infants whose parents are so 
poor that they cannot afford to provide them 
with the necessaries of life. On an average. 
‘420 new cases come under the attention of the 
somety every month Since January the 
society has expended £356 on milk for the 
ge infanta, and the ofilk has been distributed 
rom free dépéts, which are worked by volun- 
tary helpers, whose seal and devotion are be- 
yond all praise. They receive rich milk from 
the Albert Farm, Glaanevin, which they distri- 
bute free to those who most need it This 
supply is all too smal!, and§therefore, sup- 
plies have to be obtained elsewhere, which are 
distributed at the rate of 4d. a quart. The 
very poor may have a pint for a renny. In 
addition to milk, the aocjioty supplies bread, 
coal, and clothing. The oncoming of winter 
renders the work of the society more imrort- 
ant and more needful than hitherto. The 
work is carried on by voluntary health visitors, 
who visit the homes of poor mothers, interest 
themselves in their lives, and aid them by 
skilled, and often sorely-needed, advice.
